2. The species are independent or distinct because species A directed to a 3D volumetric 
input space is mapped to a 3D volumetric display space. Species B directed to map a planer 2D 
input space into a 3D output space. Species C directed to interact directly with the enclosure 
surface by a variety of input devices. Species D directed to a transparent digitizer have a number 
of different volumetric display shapes.
